early Tuesday morning to try out tn* 
new fishing tackle, leaving word with 
Mrs. King that they would return In 
two hours. When he failed to return 
after that time, his wife naturally 
supposed that they found the sport 
too fascinating to leave it Later Mrs 
King became 
worried 
and sent a 


workman to the river bank but he 
returned without finding the fisher 
men, and supposed they had made an 
extended trip down river. 


Another workman was sent to the 


river bank after supper but all that 
he found was the automobile parked 
close to the water. At 9 o'clock a 
searching party was formed and the 
boat was sighted near the bank The 
bodies were finally discovered shortly 
before 2 o'clock 
They were about 30 


feet from the skiff. 


Just how the mishap occurred could 


not be determined Some men conjee 
tured that the boy fell overboard and 
that the father in reaching out for 
him also fell out. The fact that the 
boat was found upside down, led many 
to believe that an attempt had been

most fur-bearers, including the fisher, 
had not millions of men been occupied 
with the killing of each other. 


The fisher is the largest member of 


the marten 
or sable family and is 


found in Canada, the Lake, Superior 
region, northern New York and oc- 
casionally in Pennsylvania. This ani- 
mal is slender of body, has a long 
pointed head, short limbs and a long 
and a very short tail; its fur is dense 
and of good color, but shorter than 
the fur of the marten. 


Many variations are noticeable in 


its fur, which is generally of a black- 
ish hue with a greyish tinge on the 
head and shoulders; some specimens 
are brown on the back and grey on 
the sides; others are a paler shade of 
brown, and a few have a white spot 
at the throat. 


The fur of the fisher, aside from be- 


ing in fashion in America and Paris, 
found a ready 
market 
in 
Russia, 


where it was used for the making of 
costly robes, ladies' hats, etc. Fisher 
tail trimming is also very popular at 
times. 


Fashion quite naturally determines 


the price of these skins and in 1!)06. 
when fisher was only moderately fash- 
ionable, dark raw skins brought six to 
ten dollars; since that time they have 
steadily risen in price, until today a 
first-class skin will bring up to a hun- 
dred and fifty dollars. 


While the fur of the fisher is often 


imitated with raccoon and is also sub- 
ject to one of the "tricks of the trade" 
—that of enlarging the natural skin 
by cutting small slits in the edges and 
carefully pulling lengthwise till the

Nearly all of the ''experienced" po- 


litical observers have pronounced 
an 


obituary, kind or otherwise, upon the ca- 
reer of David Lloyd George. 
They have 


dug his political grave and consigned him 
to it, and they are now about to cover the 
corpse over with dirt, but the fighting 
little Welshman objects to such brusk in- 
terment. 
He has reacted to the breaking 


up of the coalition by the Conservatives 
in his characteristic fighting mood. "While 
he declares he is happy to be again a 
"free man," he adds significantly that 
"my sword is in my hand.'' Already the 
former premier is leading what promises 
to be one of the most momentous fights 
staged in England in many a year for a 
return to power. 
Thp issue, says Lloyd 


Oorgp. is whether the empire or the 
Conservative party comes first. 


Lloyd George is accused of having de- 


stroyed his own party, the Liberal. He 
is also accused of the purpose to wreck 
the Conservative party. 
Both of these 


charges are doubtless overstated, for po- 
litical feeling in England is running high 
and has been for some time. We have no 
doubt that Lloyd George believes in par- 
ty government, but he has been through 


PO much and through so many crisis which 
tested the nation to its utmost, and from 
which it was enabled to emerge success- 
fully only through, the temporary- break- 
ing down of party lines and the unity of 
the people that it is hard for him to view 
a situa.t.ion still fraught with many perils 
in a different light. 
Hence we have his 


conception of the issue as party versus 
empirr. 


Whether the time has come when Great 


Britain would benefit by restoration of 
strict party government is a question, on 
both sid^s of wh>h ther^ is argument. 
If 


party lines were completely drawn and 
there werp specific issues in national and 
international policies conditions would be 
npe for a return to party government, 
but the facts seem to be that no party in 
Great Britain stands out with any well 
defined policy except the Labor 
party. 


There is perhaps even less difference be- 
tween the remaining Liberals and the Con- 
servative than between Democrats and 
Republicans in this country, and certain- 
ly no one ran define the issues between 
these parties except in generalities. 


Lloyd Gorge has long been a bitter pill 


for the "die-hard" Conservatives, yet 
these high and mighty reactionaries the 
very first thing will be forced to accept, 
the Irish settlement which they have all 
along denounced and violently opposed.

Those who led the revolt are 


what Lloyd George says they are, the 
reactionaries. 
It. is inconceivable the 


British people will sustain them in-power. 
"What the forthcoming election will show 
no one can say, but it is a fairly reason- 
able assumption that progressiveism has 
gone so far in England that a purely Tory 
government is out of the question. 
Any- 


thing is possible in the election, from a 
victory for Lloyd George, much as it is 
ridiculed, to control of parliament by the 
Laboritcs. From the reports of the meet- 
ings thus far held the popular enthusiasm 
for Lloyd George appears to be still very 
great.

Ham S. Sims, retired, will not get a very 
large or sympathetic audience in his at- 
tacks on the navy- which have followed 
his retirement. It is a time when the peo- 
ple are not greatly interested in military 
affairs, whether of the army or navy. 
Their minds are more set on business and 
commercial affairs, and on social, indus- 
trial and political discontent. 


Still, the fact remains that what Ad- 


miral Sims has to say of the navy is of 
the greatest importance. 
"We have not 


yet reached the time when we can dis- 
pense with the navy altogether and prob- 
ably never will. 
Its efficiency and mo- 


rale are therefore of national concern. 
Laymen cannot of their own knowledge 
attest to the correctness or incorrectness 
of what Admiral Sims says, but if an un- 
prejudiced estimate of the admiral were 
to be taken, it is probably within the 
truth to say that he is the best informed 
naval officer, active or retired, 
in the 


country today. Furthermore, he is prob- 
ably the most courageous when it comes 
to making unpleasant • criticisms, 
but 


criticisms that are nevertheless needed. 
Admiral Sims has been guilty of several 
technical improprieties while in the ser- 
vice, but it is generally recognized that 
he knows what he is talking about when 
he speaks and that his advice is worth 
considering. 
The navy would be better 


off if it had more men of th^ fearless Sims 
spirit to do with its activities, its policies 
and its future.

A distressingly minute ham sandwich 
or a plate of pork and beans which one might ovef- 
look altogether at a very formal luncheon, will 
fatten one more- than a whote bale of other foods. 


There are a dozen or more salads to be found 


of the most unpretentious 
menus 
and 
simple 


enough to be served in any household, appetizing, 
entirely satisfactory for chewing a la Fletcher, 
excellent sources of vitamins, good for roughage 
to stimulate natural digestive processes and intes- 
tinal motility, and best of all, filling and in a degree 
satisfying yet not very fattening. Have some salad. 
Patronize no table that bears no salad, if you wish 
to eat yet not to fatten. 


Before examining the following list of foods which 


fill yet do not fatten, weigh in your mind the food 
value of an egg (80 calories), an orange (40 calorics), 
a Vienna roll (115 calories) and a ball (one-third 
ounce) of butter (SO calories.

Berlin — Germany 
is 
optimistic 


about her economic f icuro. A writer 
in the Berlin ACHT-Uini ABENDS- 
BLATT says on the subject: 


"If we think that the war ended 


in 1918 and that we are now at the 
beginning of the winter of 1922, it 
cannot be said that the problem of 
reconstruction 
has been solved too 


quickly. 
But it looks 
now as if 


something were really going to be 
done in the matter. For moro than 
four years these devasted regions of 
France have been lying waste and 
nobody has thought of a real method 
of reconstruction. For the last years 
they have just been an object of ex- 
hibition 
for 
foreign visitors. 
The 


population has been living in primi- 
tive huts at a time too when many 
countries 
were suffering from un- 


employment. 
Happily this state of 


affairs now belongs to the past, thanks, 
in the first place to German energy 
and enterprise. The Wiesbaden agree- 
ment, which has been so much criti- 
cised, was -the work, as we know, of 
a politician; but this politician, Wal- 
ter Rathenau had not long been en- 
gaged with politics. The work which 
ho began has been completed by Hu- 
go Stinnes, the most active man in 
Germany and the one who has been 
crowned with the most success. 


"The most eminent representatives 


of German industry, having at their 
head their uncrowned king Stinnes, 
recently made a trip to'the devasted 
regions and arc going to provide use- 
ful work for reconstruction. Indus- 
trial and economic Germany sent its 
best representatives to France which 
will result in the solution of a con- 
siderable economic problem from a 
purely economic and practical point 
of view. What is going on in the 
North of France is not only the recon- 
struction of devasted towns, but it 
also means the economic reconstruc- 
tion of Germany. 
However^ prosper- 


ous may be the present situation of 
German industry, it has often been 
noticed, especially lately, that it may 
not always bo thus and that unem- 
ployment 
was to 


German 
industry 


mense orders for tho reconstruction of 
France; an pra of prosperity seems 
likely to open for industry. 
If we 


realize 
that 
the rebuilding of one 


block costs today about 10 millions, 
it is easy to 
see that orders will 


amount to hundreds of billions for 
German industry; the spectre of un- 
employment disappears and new life 
is born from the ruins of France. 


"In this way also an understanding 


will be brought about with the French 
industriaF 
and 
financial 
circles. 


Shortly before the conclusion of the 
Stinnes-Lubersac agreement, we heard 
that a French industrial group had 
acquired important industrial shares in 
some factories of the Stinnes groyp. 
Tt is probable that these relations will 
become still closer in the future. A 
Franco-German 
economic 
alliance 


seems probable, %and this would 
be 


quite independent of political events 
and of the policy pursued by France 
with regard to Germany, especially in 
the reparations question. 


"It has not mere chance that just 


before the departure for France, the 
factories 
belonging to the associa- 


tion, considerably increased their cap- 
ital. This powerful group wtoich in- 
cludes the factories" of the great Ger- 
man chemical industries 
would not 


ha.ve increased their capital if there 
had been the least fear of an approach- 
ing crisis. The new extension of the 
factories on the contrary is a good 
sign 
for our economic future.

Wal- 
er W. Willson was the inventor of 
he butcher block and-the first pro- 
duct of his hands was made for the 
ather of Louis Bonini. proprietor of 
•>ne of the leading meat markets of 
Appleton. 


So extensive has been the distribu- 


ion of this products, that it is to be 
doubted 
whether there 
is a meat 


market in the city that has not been 
supplied by this home industry. In- 
deed, there are few meat markets in 
he state that have not been its cus: 
omers. As for the meat boards, bread 
boards and other household wood pro- 
ducts made by this concern, they may 
be found in many Appleton homes.

Mr. Willson came to this city from
